London, June 5,—The neguitiation® 
of the British and the Canadian gov- 


ernments and some of the other co!- 
onial governments with the Cunard 
Line and other lines comprising what 
is now termed the Liverpool syndi- 
cate, (which is opposing the Morgan 
shipping combine), contemplate, ac- 
cording to the Westminster Gazette, 
both a fast service of mail and pas- 
senger steamers, in conjunction 
with the Canadian Pacific  raiiroad, 
and a fleet of fast freight sieamers. 

The mail steamers which it is pro- 
posed to build will be of enormous 
size, capable of steaming 25 knots 
an hour, and will be fully equipped 
for use as urmed cruisers, carrying 
eight quick-fising 6-inch guns ior. 
yard and ait, and broadsides of three 
4.7 inch guns. 

The freight sieamers i 
knot vessels, carrying 6,000 to T.- 
0u0 tons dead weight. The Westmin- 
ster Gazette thinks _ it probable 
that Milford Haven will be the pori 
of departure of the fleet. The scheme 
contemplates a line of steamers run 
ning to China, Japan and Australia 
irom Vancouver, B. C., Canada, and 
Australia are expected {jo join in 
paying the subsidies. The drait  o! 
the scheme invoives the home gov- 
ernment guaranteeing a small in- 
terest on the capital involved. This 
will have to be ratified by the house 
of commons, “where,” siys the West- 
minster Gazette, “it will probably 
meet with opposition.

A very interesting letter by E. E. 
Aaberg, has appearea in the Post News, 
published in Alexandria, Minnesota, 
The following extract therefrom will 
doubtless be of interest. especially as 
the impression formed by this alien 
observer are of the most complimen- 
Thetary nature; The writer Says; 

Having noticed so many conflictin 
re about that so much talked ct 
Alberta, (one of the Northwest Terri- 
tory ptovinces) my friend John Johns- 
rud, of Solem, and your correspond- 
ent{ undertook] to represent Douglas 
county on an excursion out into the 
Canadian Northwest last fall. We 
chose to go in the fall so as to bethe 
more able to determine the real worth 
of the country. Our intention was not 
to look after free lands nor for invest- 


ment, but for pleasure and to see the 
country. 


By using this expression “The Nor- 
thwest,” one generally comes to think 
of our state, Minnesota, and the Da- 
kotas, but we must commence io fam- 
iliasize ourselves now with applying 
this expression and moving our imag- 
ination farther and farther west each 
year. These three mentioned siaics 
have come to be quite centrally locai- 
ed of late and we must look for the 
Northwest farther out.

The country looks wild 
and barren with few, settlers to be seen 
along the road. After we passed EI- 
bow lake, <till in sight o° ihe Rockies, 
not a tree, not even a bush can be 
seen (except small patches along ihe 
Mouse viver.) Toward Prince Albert of 
course the country is timbered alorg 
the rivers, Between Portal ‘and Cal- 
gary a distance of 600 miles, a con- 
tinuous expanse of high dry prairie, 
with few, if any <ettlers, only some 
ranches here and there. The towns 
are 150 to 175 miles apart, merchants 
out there, can find no cause for com- 
plaint, that they have not territory 
enough, and toe much competition. 
Moose Jaw. is the first town we come 
to on the C. P. R, main line, a casy 
little town, with a fine location, it 
rerembles an oasis in a desert. ‘Swift 
Currenpd and Medicine Hlat are the 
next two towns of any importance. 
The next stationi s Calgary, bui 180 
miles away, so we get plenty o° time 
for reflection and to put on our rub- 
bea} and} olvertcpats. fQuighry is The 
most igaportant place ‘between Win- 
nipeg and the Rockies, has a beautiful 
location and is finely built. Fron 
here goes a branch road oorth towards 
Edmontoa, another south to Macleod, 
to Lethbridge and further to Great 
Falls where it connects with the G, 
N. railway. 

It was in the morning. Oci. 18th, 
we were nearing toward Calgary 


I went out on the platform to get a 
little taste of that pure nice air they 
have in such abundance out there, but 
ju:t as I stepped out, an excitement 
from a neighboring can caught: my 
attention. “The Rockies! The Rockies! 
Hurrah for the Rockies!” I looked 
ahead—yes, there lay the old whiskers 
with his back turned up in the _ air, 
basking in the morning sun, with hun- 
dreds of silvery peaks glittering ard 
deflecting the rays of the morning 
tun on this beautiful Octoser morn- 
ing. A grand sight, as for me I 
had not seen a mountain peak for 24 
years, not since I left my native moun- 
tain in the old “Jotunheimen” and 
it was impressive to see these old re- 
frerrend “grubier” clce macy "They 
had the appearance from this distance, 
just as you should piace a big cross cui 
saw, with the teeth pointing up,across 
the prairie. They appear to be some 
10 miles away from this point, but we 
were told they were over 60 miles away 
A chill crept through me at the very 
sight of them, it was late in the fall 
you know, { oe. oo 
Our car being switched off at Cal- 
gary on to the Edmenaton branch,and 
after a few hours rest, we proceeded on 
our way toward the north pole. Do 
not be scared now, it is quite a ways 
yet ‘till we can look for some traces 
of “Andree”, Calgary has about’ the 
same latitude as London, England and 
Edmonton about the same as Ham- 
burgh, Germany, so the reader is 
well aware there are habitable places 
:till further north. Then we will put 
on a cheerful countenance and = prt 
ceed to the end of the journey. 
The appearance of the country is 
just about the same as east of here for 
about 60 miles northward, but there 
the vegetation commences to change. 
Innisfail, Penhold,{Red Deer, Liacom- 
be, Ponoka, Wetaskiwin are thriving 
villages along this branch road, ap- 
inhabitants 
to each and flourishing settlements 
around. Flour mills, grain elevators, 
creameries, saw mills and other indus- 
tries may be noticed; fine hotels,stores, 
banks, churches, school houses and fine 
fuouses., Everything!’ los neat and 
homelike, thiough these are all new 
places, 8 and 9 years old. When one 
bas travelled a distance of over 600 
miles without observing so much = as 
one familiar object, not even an old 
strawstack, it makes one feel kind o* 
relieved to again behold those _ silent 
witnesses to an industrious farming 
community. - 
We stopped off a day or two at ye- 
taskiwin, Leduc, Strathcona “and Ed- 
monton to make some observations. W e 
found all these places and surrounding 
territory far surpassing our gxpect- 


tion. The whole territory porth of 
Olds and up te Edmonton, east toward 
Prince Albert and westward toward 
the mountains, mee on = low = 
rat gin interme wit. 
aan ag timbem here and there, 


n destroyed so

underbrush. is left. 


i nsist chiefly of a species of the 
aie though of a harder and more 
variety thar the one found here; 


Spruce is also found. The soil is a deep 
black loam, rather too rich for the 
first years. It is cultivated, that is 
for small grains, which develop more 
into straw than into heads. Our opin- 
ton was, the county out there is most 
suitable for a grazing country and 
stock raising is also what the settiers 
depend on most. As such it cannot be 
beat, though small grains can be rais- 
ed in favorable seasons in great abund- 
ance, (Vegetables grow immensely. 
We saw a Tutabaga that actually 
weighed twenty-four pounds. Cabbage, 
potatoes, onions, etc, were of a 
fine quality. As to small grains we 
picked up samples of wheat—Scotch 
fife Ne. 1 hard raised last summer and 
also in 1900, that we have to go back 
a good many years until we can re- 
member hhaving seen it matched here. 
But we also picked up samples of frost- 
ed) wheat, wheat that had been far 
advanced toward a No. 1 grade but 
had been frost bitten. This happens 
specially on low lands and where the 
motion of the wind is obstructed. I 


believe that after some years, when 
that country has been drained, 
dead grass and all underbrush 


removed, so that the sun and the air 
can get downto the ground, frost will 
be less prevalent. 
As to the climate out in Alberta it 
Seemed to agree with every one we met. 
I never met a more generally content 
ed and satisfied class of people than out 
there, and a more cosmopolitan place 
than Alberta will not be ound either, 
unless it should be on the seacoast in 
one of the harbors of the world. There 
ate Frenchmen, Germans, Russians, 
Englishmen, Irishmen, Galicians, Bo- 
hemians, Swedes, Norwegians, Vald- 
riser, Skaanings and even Vermeland- 
ings all associating and mingling in the 
best of harmony. a { 
The only drawback, as far as I could 
fee, to its being a prosperous country, 
is the lack of competition in the way 
of transportation and a better way o* 
communicatioa with ihe outside world. 
‘This will no doubt be remedied before 
long. A road is now under way from 
Saskatcon to Edmonton (the Canadian 
Northern) which will open wp all the 
territory between Prince Albert and 
the latter place. And no doubt the 
Peace viver country will be opened up 
soon. Said territory is said to be a 
fine one, but ut present those inhabi- 
tants out there have 400 miles to the 
nearest railroad. i 
GCne thing which especially caught 
my attention and placed the Canadians 
still higher in my estimation of them 
as good neighbors, was thit you could 
enter any public place, depots, hotels, 
public cr private offices, bar-rooms, 
churches and there find a nice frame 
and hung in the most conspicuous place 
on the wall. a picture of our late mur- 
dered—yet beloved president— William 
McKinley and his wife. Another pic- 
ture of our three martyred presidents 
Lincoln in the center and Garfield and 
McKinley at the sides—hung ai the side 
of the first. We could not keep our 
hearts from, beating with pride over 
the fact that we ‘were citizens of, and 
belonged to a country which the peo- 
ple ot another nation revered, honored, 
and re: pected more in a tims of gor- 
row than was the case im a good many 
places in the United States.

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§COLONIZATION ROADS. 
‘STRATHCONA MEZTING. 


A meeting was held in the fire hall, 
Strathcona, on Tuesday evening to hear 
fromm the Red Deer and other delogates 
on the subject of Dominion aid for 
colonization roads. The chair was oc- 
cupied by A. C. Rutherford, M. L. A. 
There was a good attendance, includ- 
ing the delegates from southern poinis 
and a delegation from Edmonton. 

John T. Moore was the first speaker. 
He read the draft petition which he 
had read at Edmonton, and which had 
been endorsed by the town council and 
business men’s association of Red Deer. 
He spoke strongly of the disabilities 
under which the district was at pres- 
ent <uffering in the matter of roads 
and the determination of the people 
to have a change. He outlined the 
same proposais as to circulating ard 
presenting the petition as had been pre- 
sented st Edmonton. 

P. Talbot, M. L. A., Lacombe, was 
called upon. He agreed with the need 
of special aid to secure better ropds, but 
though: it would be well to redraft the 
proposed . petition. He favored provin- 
cial antonomy as a mears of meeting 
our needs to better advantage than at 
present. 

C. T. Daykin, of Lacombe, compliired 
of the lack of knowledge in Eastern 
Canada of western questions. The Nor- 
thwest government had asked for 
$600,000 for the coming year and had 
received $357,000. It was held to be 
nudacity to ask so much Not a dollar 
had been granted for railway subsidies. 
He looked to provincial autonomy as 
a means of relief from present condi- 
tions. 

D. Maloney, M. L. A., St. Albert, ask- 
ed to be excused. 

J. W. Shera, M. L. A., would like to 
see the local government backed up. 
Settlers were sufferinig because of bad 
roads all over the country. The great 
permanent remedy for the present 
trouble was drainage. He again com- 
plimented the work of the steam dit- 


cher at Fort Saskatchewan. He 
would like to see more of them. 
M. McCauley thought we should | 


work through the local government. 
Otherwise he was doubtful of success. 
He agreed with the prayer of the drait 
petition but not with the preamble. 
The petition should have taken a brdad- 
er view for the broad view will be tak- 
en at Ottawa. Special grants had been 
made for the trail to Peace river, but 
that district was unrepresented. Where 
the country was represented as here it 
way very unusual to make grants ex- 
cept through authorized channels, 
Manitoba had provineal organization 
but roads were as bad there as in the 
Territories, or possibly worse. 

Hon. A. L. Sifton being called upon, 
paid a graceful compliment to ihe 
chairman as M. L. A., elect for Strath- 
cona. As a new constituency Strath- 
cona had in the commencement of its 
career shown excellent judgment in its 
choice of representative. Mr. Ruther- 
ford had always been active and prom- 
inent in local affairs. He was not one 
who only begau to take an interest 
when position was in sight. He was 
pleased to be able to say that the goy- 
ernment had the fullest confidence in 
Mr. Rutherford, and was also pleased 
to believe that the government had 
some share of Mr. Rutherford’s con- 
fidence. This was a most unfortunate 
season and the seasons had been get- 
ting worse for the past three years. Ii 
was the duty of the local governmeni 
to provide facilities for transportation 
throuhout the district and of the Do- 
minion government to provide the 
funds. The local government had to 
meet many and varying demands. In 
this district roads and bridges were 
wanted, In South Alberia they wani- 
ed large bridges. Along the Saskatche- 
wan they needed ferries. Ia eastern 
Assiniboia wells and dams to ensure 
a water supply were the great need 
until the Izst year or two. The pro- 
posed petition and deputation would 
assist the local government in impress- 
ing upon the Dominion the needs of ihe 
Territories. The focal gevernment had 
been fuliy awere of the special needs of 
North Alberta arising from the char- 
acter of the couniry and the lange im- 
migration, and had gone qs far as pos- 
sible to meet those needs. But they 
could not be adequately met without 
provincial organization. A campaign of 
education was necessary in Eastern 
Canada in order to bring the public 
mind there to a realization of condi- 
tions here. In dry seasons and when

This had not been acceded to. Muny 
points were stated that were news to 
the public men of the east. They did 
not ucderstand because they had never 
known, how the account stood. The 
maritime provinces had been s*ttled for 
a hundred years. For many years the 
population had geen stationery. The 
yearly accumulation of work had made 
the roads gradually and permanently 
good and without increase of popula- 
tion new roads did not arise. The rep- 
resentatives from those provinces could 
not understand how so few people in 
the Northwest needed so much money 
for roads. They did not recognize that 
eo ee aed aiwroge: held 

They ways it as 
an article of faith that the railways 
of the Northwest had been built out 
of the treasury of the Dominion. They 
were surprised to be told that while 
the western settler paid his full share 
towards the aid to eastern railways, 
Northwest railways and even some 
raiiways in British Columbia and On- 
tario were built by Northwest lands. 
With slight exceptions the odd sectioxs 
throughout the Northwest had been 
granted to railways and the even sec- 
tions had been offered to the world 
as free homesteads. The new province 
when formed would therefore be with- 
out its public lands as a source of rey- 
enue. And as the lands had been tak- 
en by the Dominion for Dominion pur- 
poses the new province would in all 
fairness be entitled to a cash consid- 
eration therefor. The exemptions from 
taxation enjoyed by the C. P. R. in re- 
spect of their land grant had added 
greviously to the burdens of the sei- 
tlers and should be taken into accouni. 
The local government thought oit bet- 
ter te stand firmly for the terms ask- 
ed, which when attained would be per- 
manently adequate, rather than com- 
promise on less favorable terms for a 
settlement that would not be adequate 
or permanent. Of course the Domin- 
ion government had the final say, but 
he did not think that government 
would force undesired conditions upon 
the people of the west. 

F. Oliver, M. P., endorsed the move- 
ment to bring the greater needs of the 
Territories more strongly io the mird 
of the Dominion government, but coun- 
selled moderation in language describ- 
ing the present and temporary disad- 
vantages of the district. The efforts 
of westerp representatives in parlia- 
ment had attracted more attention this 
year than ever before, not because pre- 
vious efforts had not been as desery- 
ing of recognition, but because the 
great crop of last season had given the 
country a standing and importance im 
eastern eyes that it never had before. 
Our case was the stronger for dweil- 
ing on the good points than on the bad 
points. He was pleased to see united 
effort. We had been too sectional in 
the past. It was not enough thit 
there should ke one or two good places 
in the country. The country musi be 
big as well as good to ever be great. 
Other sections than our own must 
prosper or else we can’t prosper. As 
we help others we help ourselves, 

H. H. Gaetz, of Red Deer, spoke at 
some length in support of the state- 
ments of the draft petition. 


A committee was then elected to 
meet the other committees and dele- 
gations in Edmonton on Wednesday 
morning to give final consideration to 
the proposed peitition and delegation.

Messrs. Rosenroll and Maloney mov- 
ed in amendment that a committee of 
three be appointed to drafi a new pe- 
tition taking both the drafts presented 
as a bssis. ;

THE PETITION. 


Dominion of Canada, Northwest Terri- 
tories, Alberta. 


To His Excellency : 
The Governgr-General-in-Council. 


The Petition 


Of the undersigned Towns, Villages, 
Boards of Trade, Merchants Associa- 
tions, Boards of Agricultural Societies, 
Local Improvement Districts, Cream- 
ery Associations and School Boards as 
well as Farmers, Tradesmen, Settlers 
and others resident or interested in 
Central and Northern Alberta. 


HUMBLY SHEWETH;— 

1. That the district of Alberta ly- 
ing along the eastern slope of the 
Recky Mountains is traversed by many 
tivers, creeks and ravines, running 
eastward to finally discharge their wa- 
ters into the Saskatchewan river. 


2. That settlement in the centrai and 
northern portions of the disirict (be- 
tween Carstairs and Edmonton) ex- 
tends from 25 to 75 miles on éither 
side of the Calgary and Edmotnon rail- 
way and beyond Edmonton for irom 
50 to 100 miles. These settlemenis, re- 
quire colonization roads aggregating 
in extent not less than 800 miles. 


3. That the Surface of the country is 
diversified by many lakes, ponds and 
sloughs, and while largely prairie por- 
tions are more or less heavily wooded. 
The soil is of a deep vegetable mould 
and when saturated with rain presents 
great difficnlties to travel. 


4, That the rivers and creeks are sub- 
ject to sudden and extreme rises and, 
that travel may be uninterrupted, 
numerous bridges, both large and 
small, are absolutely necessary. Added 
to these are the culverts and corduroys 
necessiry to overcome the smaller wat- 
erways and sloughs. The cost of these 
bridges is a heavy charge upon the 
resources of the Northwest govern- 
ment—is in fact beyond its present re- 
sources. 


5. The “checker-board” system of sur- 
vey obtaining throughoat the Territor- 
ies takes no account of the natural ob- 
structions above mentioned. As the 
settlers fence in their holdings, traffic 
is forced into the fixed and often 
impassable road allowances. To over- 
come the obstructions, there met with, 
large expenditures are necessary, 

6. That the past three seasons have 
been very wet and the present season, 
so far as it bas gone, has been still 
more so, Many bridges and culverts 
have been washed away and corduroys 
destroyed. Dry creeks have become 
dangerous torrents and road allow- 
ances have become blocked by Jakes 
and sloughs the beds of which had for 
many years been dry. As a _ resuit, 
travel in many sections of the district, 
is suspended, In the more settled por- 
tions of the country it is attended by 
great danger, difficulty and delay. 
Business is proportionately demoraliz- 
ec, incoming settlers are discouraged 
and many leave the country because of 
the condition of the roads. 


7. That an essential initial step which 
would be a cm. | stride toward a radical 
and econpmi solution of the whole 
problem consists in a well devised and 
executed system of drainage. whereby 
the excessive rainfall would be con- 
trolled and directed in proper channels 
to suitable outlets.
